It has been calculated that some- 
thing like 1,260,000.000 pints of tea 
imbibed yearly by Londoners, and that 
the teapot necessary to contain this 
amount, if properly shaped, would 
oomfortahly take in the whole of St.

A system of insurance agalust 
strikes prevails in Austria. Holders 
of the policies are Indemnified if 
strikes occur In their establishments, 
whether voluntary, forced, or sym- 
pathetic. The cost of the policy is 
three or (our per cent, of the annual 
pay rollJ Tbe Indemnity Is fifty per 
cent, of the wages paid for the week 
preceding the suspension of work. 

The cost of firing a shell from a 
110-ton gun costs £166— £36 for 900 
lbs. of powder, and £130 for the pro- 
jectile. That is what it costs to "pull 
the trigger," hut as the 110-ton gun 
only Btands 93 shots, and costs £16,- 
480 to make, the actual cost of each 
shot is £340. A thousand shots from 
each of these guns, which could he 
fired In ft few minutes, represent an 
expenditure equal to the Interest on 
eight and a-half millions of money.

When you promised OUB 
friend secrecy, you did not foresee 
that your duty to another friend might 
require the utterance oi that very 
secret Secrets are like a nest full of 
complications and conflicts of duty- 
all ready to hatch. If a man Is en- 
trusted with money, and be finds that 
Its administration clouds his honor or 
threatens other duties, he can usually 
return it: but he cannot return en- 
trusted information and be free of it. 
There may be occasion when It may 
be a sacred duty to receive a secret, 
and then to guard It but It Is not a 
duty to be lightly assumed, or even 
sought for curiosity's sake. Be as 
conscientious about entrusted inform- 
ation as about trusted money, and 
at least as slow to receive It 



CHINOOK WINDS, 

Fiery Gales on the Dakota* and the 
Causes that Produce Them. 

"As the Dakotas are more or less 
Buhject to the Influences of what are 
usually termed 'chlnook' winds," Says 
a North Dakota meteorologist "It may 
be Interesting to many to have a gen- 
eral understanding of the character 
as well as the causes that produce 
them. It is well known that the? are 
particularly noted for their remark- 
able beat and extreme dryneBB. Moun- 
tain ranges aro necessary for their 
formation, hence only thosb localities 
adjacent to sucb elevations experience 
their eScCis. The principal chlnook 
winds In this section of the country 
reaches us from a westerly direction. 
1 will explain as clearly as 1 can the 
formation of these winds. 

"We all know that If we piar alco- 
hol In the palm of our hand a pooling 
sensation Is experienced. Heat Is re- 
quired In evaporation, and tbe cooling 
sensation Is due to the loss of heat 
from our hand required In the evap- 
oration of tbe alcohol. According to 
the Jaw of conversation of er "jy, no 
energy Is ever wasted, and tbe beat 
that is required to evaporate will 
again become liberated through the 
process of precipitation. This is an 
essential fact In the explanation of 
the chlnook wind. It Is alBo well 
known that a volnmo of air, at a given 
temperature and pressure, baB a con- 
tain capacity for holding moisture, and 
that if we Increase the temperature, 
thereby increasing the volume, we al- 
so Increase tbe moisture-holding cap- 
acity, and, inversely, it we decrease 
the temperature, we decrease Its cap- 
acity. There must then be a point In 
this reduction process when the air 
will contain a maximum amount of 
moisture for that particular temper- 
ature and pressure, and any reduction 
below this will cause a part of this 
moisture to be precipitated. This 
point is known as the dew point. 

"This moist air from tbe Paclfie, 
moving landward, becomes cooled by 
coming in contact with the colder 
mountain and still further by expan- 
sion due to elevation. As the air he- 
comes more and more elevated the 
dew point Is Anally reached, and pre- 
cipitation Is resumed once more. By 
tbls succeBBlon of coolings practically 
all the moisture is on the westward 
side of the mountain, and when it 
reaebes the summit it is practlally 
dry air whose temperature is far 
above the normal for that elevation. 
It is now ready for Its downward 
journey, and Its temperature is grad- 
ually Increased, due tbls time to com- 
pression, and when it reaches the 
plalnn on the leeward Bide of the 
mountain It is like a breath from a 
furnace In the Intensity of Its boat. 
Like an unsaturated sponge, It ab- 
sorbs all the molstue In Its path, 
causing tbe drifts of snow to vanlsb 
as if by magic, yet not appreciably 
Increasing the volumes of the rivers 
and creeks."

Cahbage water should he thrown 
away Immediately It la done with, and 
the vessel rinced with clean water, 
or It will canoe unpleasant smells. 

The air of a bedroom may be pleas- 
antly aweetenea by throwing some 
ground coffee on a nre-sbovel that has 
been previously heated. 

Bine-bottle files may be kept away 
from a meat-safe by placlug a plate 
containing some water and perman- 
ganate of potash near the door of the 
safe. 

To Remove the Smell of Paint — To 
get rid of the smell of paint, place a 
handful of hay In a pall of water, and 
let It stand Id the room newly-painted". 

To tako marking-ink out of linen, 
use a solution of cyanide of potassium, 
applied with a camel-hair brush. When 
the Ink disappears, wash the linen 
well In quite .cold water. 

When staining a floor, don't forget 
that the stain should be applied with 
the grain of the wood— that Is, up and 
down the boards, not across. In pol- 
ishing afterwards, work the same way. 

To ReBtore Color to a Faded Car- 
pet—Rub It over with a damp cloth 
which has been wrung out In very 
weak ammonia water. Use a table- 
spoonful of ammonia to half a pall of 
warm water. 

Toast and water Is beat to satisfy 
the thirst of feverish people In sick- 
ness. It is made by simply toasting 
a piece of fresh bread aulLe hrown, 
without burning, then putting It Into 
boiling water, whtoh is then left to 
get cold. 

It is sometimes difficult to clean 
saucepans In which jsvi&M&Q has been 
cooked when the scrapings have heen 
allowed to eet drv and rhnrd. A good 
wrinkle Is to set' down the saueepan 
full of porridgfl on taa: cold floor for 
five or six minutes, when it will be- 
found that.it has contracted and sep- 
arated quite cleanly from tbe sauce- 
pan all round, and can then :bs turned 
out, and the saucepan left quite clean.

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JOHN HUSS, THE BOHEMIAN REFORMER 



OHN HUBS, the famous re- 

J former and martyr, wbb horn 
July 6th, 1373, and took his 
second name, after the fash- 
ion of the time, from bis 
native village of Huns Inez. 

„ . His parents were poor, but 

reapectahle, people, and his main de- 
sire was to get an education. He 
managod to enter the University at 
sixteen, and made his way through it, 
as many great men havo done since 
In many lands, by means of his own 
labor and the cbarlty of others. His 
ahllltles were solid, bis application 
steady, and his life so blameless that 
his enemies could say nothing against 
It; buttln those days a man's opinions 
wore considered far more Important 
than his character: We who have

reversed this way of Judging, can ap- 
prove hoth his character and bis opin- 
ions, and remember bim with honor 
as a great light shining in a dark 
place. He took his degrees, was or- 
dained, becamo a tutor In the eollege. 
minister of the Bethlehem ehapel, 
and won much fame aa a preacher. In 
1402 he was mado Rector of the Uni- 
versity. The king was bis friend ; 
bis feet seemed firmly planted on the 
ladder of suecess. If he had been a 
' trimmer, a prudent man of moderate 
views, keaplng on the right side of 
the powers of this world — If he had 
put his Interests before his conscience 
— be might have risen to he arch- 
bishop. "But what things were gain 
to him. these he counted loss for 
Christ." 

In March, 1410, a bull, or decree 
from the Pope, reached Prague, con- 
demning Wlcllf's heresies, and giv- 
ing the arcbhishop authority to do 
what be saw St to suppress them. 
Over two hundred volumes of them, 
each representing months of labor, 
and the cost of many scores of sueb 
books as tbe printing-press has since 
made eommon, were seized and burn- 
ed. Huss 

Refused to Stop Preaching, 

and appealed to the new Pope in vain,. 
When he repeated from hlB pulpit the 
late Pope's charges of heresy, the con- 
gregation shouted, "He lies!" He 
inquired whether they would support 
his appeal, and the vast audience re- 
plied, "We will !" The archbishop 
was hissed In the streets, and asked 
to pay for the hooks he had burned. 
Three monks who had preached a- 
gainst Wlcllf were mobbed, and one 
of them all but drowned. 

The appeal of Hues, and tbe eom- 
plalntB against him, were referred by 
the new Pope to Cardinal Colonna, 
who summoned him to Rome, Under 
advice of the King, and other friends, 
he refused to go, hut sent two dopu- 
tles, who were cast Into prison and 
kept there for some time. In Feh- 
ruary, 1411, he was excommunicated. 
He paid no attention to this, and the 
people of Prague stood by bim; bo 
the city was placed under au indeidlct, 
which forhade all the ministrations of 
religion— alike public services, 'sac- 
raments, weddings, and burials. This 
was a terrible weapon when puhllc 
opinion supported It; hut the King 
arranged matters with Archbishop 
Zblneo, who soon owned himself heat- 
en, and died on the way to Rome. He 



was succeeded hy a miserly old man 
^vho neglected his duties, and two 
years later hy Conrad of Vechta, who 
found it expedient for a time to favor 
the reformers.

at the start, rather than doctrinal. 
The corruptions of the Church, which 
were many and great, from the Pope 
down to the obscurest priest or moBt 
Ignorant monk, engaged men's minds 
much more than points of abstruse 
theology. Huss bad won his fame 
and popularity by thundering against 
the worldllness and vices of the local 
clergy; hut as hiB horizon broadened 
with experience of the enmity, of 
Rome, his sermons took a wider range 
and a loftier night. Wben a youth 
at college, he had spent his last pen- 
nies on an indulgence — a pardon of 
past(orsometimesoffuture) sins, to be 
purchased for cash; but he was older 
and wiser now. At thlB Juncture his 
wrath was aroused, like Wlcllf's he- 
fore, and Luther's afterwards, by pa- 
pal emissaries who traveled through 
Bohemia selling indulgences, to raise 
money for a crusade against the King 
of Naples. Huss spoke boldly against 
"the power of the keys," denied the 
value of absolutions granted by men 
who could not save their own souls, and 
denounced tbe peddlers of Indulgences 
aa thieves. 

When the Pope's logate arrived at 
Prague, he asked Huss whether he 
would obey "the apostolic mandates." 

"Certainly," he answered; "that Is, 
tbe teachings of the apostles. So far 
as tbe Pope's commands agreo with 
these, I will obey them cheerfully ; 
but not otherwise, though I stood be- 
fore the stake." In a public disputa- 
tion at the University, In June 1412, 
he used still plainer language. 

Disturbances now arose, for bin fol- 
lowers thought It was for bim to 
speak and for tbem to act. A crowd 
seized some of the papal hulls of In- 
dulgence, and 

Burned Them at the Pillory ; 

tbe leader, a favorite of the King, 
went unpunished. A few weeks later, 
three young workmen, or students, 
John HudBk, Martin Krldesco, and 
Stanislaus Paasec, interrupted the 



preachere of indulgences in as many 
churches, crying out that these lied, 
and that Master Hubs had taught them 
better. They were at once arrested 
and condemned to death. Hues beg- 
ged for their lives, and the magistrates 
promised to abed no hlood, but had 
the three prisoners beheaded. Huss 
preached their funeral sermon, and 
called them martyrs. A tumult en- 
sued; the authorities became alarm- 
ed, and Bet free others who had heen 
Imprisoned. 

Huss was now again excommuni- 
cated; the Pope ordered bis chapel to 
be torn down, and his person handed 
over to the archbishop and the stake. 
A single attempt was made,' In Octo- 
ber, 1412, to carry out this sentence; 
but the congregation was so large, 
and bo ready to fight, that the armed 
assailants prudently withdrew, after 
merely looking in. The King would 
allow nothing more to be done. Most 
of the people, the students, and tbe 
nobles were in warm sympathy with 
the reformer, though the clergy gen- 
erally, and the German residents, took 
the Pope'B side. Towards the end of 
the year Huss was persuaded, for the 
sake of peace, to leave the city. For 
the next year or two be preached 
diligently to great crowds In the rural 
parts. In bis treatise " On the 
Church," which appeared in 1413, he 
said that the Pope was a successor of 
tbe apostles only if he followed their 
example ; if be cared chiefly for 
money-getting, he showed himself to 
be the vicar, not of Christ, hut of 
Judas. 

The Council of Constance. 

In Dccemher, 1413, Pope John 
XXIII., was forced to call a. general 
council, to meet eleven months later, 
at Constance, In Switzerland. Tbe 
chief objects of this assemblage were 
three : First, to decide hetween the 
rival Popes, one at Rome and the 
other at Avignon, In France — a, scan- 
dal that had long divided and dis- 
tracted Christendom. Second, to re- 
from the manners of the clergy, and 
correct the ahuses and corruption now 
generally felt and admitted. . And 
third, to suppress heresy, chiefly In 
Bohemia. Every bishop, monastery, 
university, king, and ruler, was to be 
represented. The Interest felt in this 
gathering, and In Its expected work, 
was great and general. Nothing of 
tbe kind had been seen for two hun- 
dred years. Its decisions were to be 
final, and the questions on which It 
determined were of the higbeBt Im- 
portance. Its members came from 
every country of central and western 
Europe, and included the ablcBt and 
most eminent men of these lands. 
Over sixty thousand are said to have 
been in attendance; more than one- 
fourth of these were of noble blood. 




And yet thlB great assemblage, what- 
ever else It did or left undone. Is 
chleny famous for the judical murder 
of its best and best-known man — or 
the man, at least, whoae memory Is 
now cherished beyond any other of 
that period, who stood, in advance of 
all others, for the truest thoughts and 
purest cause of bis time. Ask any 
school-boy who has dipped far enough 
iuto history, or any student familiar 
with the later middle ages, "What 
did the council of Constance do ? For 
what Ib it chiefly remembered 7" He 
will answer, " For breaking a safe- 
conduct and burning John Huss."

Keep in nilud what I have said, that 
It caunot be controverted that the 
ultimate aim of that work Is the hap- 
piness of man. Where, thea, do the 
Christian churches, the Christian min- 
isters, the Christian deacons, and 
elders, and office-bearers stand with 
reference to the manufacture and use 
ef strong drink and Its distribution 
to others ? Where are the commun- 
ieanta and the members, that vast host 
which passes for the' people of Christ? 
How shall one Judge their position ? 
Well, every organization Is entitled 
to be Judged hy tlie open and official 
declarations of its representative and 
governing "hody. And the nature of 
those declarations can, perhaps, best 
be judged hy the standards they set up 
for admission to Its own ranks and its 
owu honors. If I take these evidences 
of the position of those who are pro- 
fessing to

and omit isolated Instances of Individ- 
ual congregations, which I fear do not 
greatly influence the whole, I am com- 
pelled to declare that, as corporate 
bodies, as defined unions of Christian 
men and women, as the organlxed 
avowed representatives of Jesus 
Christ's Kingdom on the earth, there 
are no Christian communities which, as 
such, have eonsistently declared them- 
selves against this great evil. I can 
find no Christian Church which ex- 
cludes from its numbers those who 
participate iu the traffic; no Christlau 
Church which does not admit brewers 
auu distillers, if not, indeed, publicans, 
to he office-bearers within the sacred 
precincts of the temple of God; no 
Christian Church which, as yet. has 
ever reached the standard of some of 
the railway and steamship companies, 
and denied Its revards and honors and 
emoluments to mm who Indulge in this 
misery-making ; oison; no Christian 
Church which has had the moral cour- 
age — I had almost said the decency— 
to exclude from is pulpits and its pro 
fessorsblps. men who comhlne the 
ciiaractcr of shepherds to the flock 
nf God with thiit of shareholders in 
the trade which is a foul blot on the 
happiness of mankind, and the great- 
est soul-destroyk.g monster of this or 
any other age. 

Instead of thsi: glowing enthusiasm 
against Iniquity, therefore, which one 
would have expected In ihe followers 
of Jesus Christ In the presence of this 
evil, lhm spirit of aggression which 
lakes possession of the medical offi- 
cial of health, for Instance, when he 
awakens to the signs of some epidem- 
ic among his people, we have a supine- 
ness. a moderation, a spirit of com- 
promise, a gentle, easy-going charity, 
which, alike In pulpit and pew. In 
ihe church meeting, and at ihe com- 
munion table, in Ihe social gathering 
and at the annual luncheon, strength- 
ens the force of temptation, increases 
the power of indulgence, and makes 
Ihe fight against both she evil and the 
consequences of intemperauee more 
difficult year by year. 

To thla sad category of 

Official Compromise with Evil. 

there Is. so fnr as I know, one. and 
only oue. exception. In the Salvation 
Army we hnve no memhers and no 
office-bearers who are not pledged au- 
slaluers. as well as the avowed en- 
emies of the drink- Whatever faulls 
of ignorance, or of excessive seal, or 
of youthful enthusiasm may be argued 
against It, this, the youngest of the 
Christen organizations, can give you 
all a Wad, tor it enn hold up clean 
hands with respect to this great In- 
iquity. In this matter, thank God. 
our skirls are clear from the blood of 
all men. 

I desire 1o suhralt for your consider- 
ation a proposition, iuid then to offer.. 



with every diffidence — I recognize to 
the full thai I am open to the remark 
thai I speak as an etremlst In this 
matter — but so-called extremists have 
sometimes rendered no iusiguiiicnut 
service in the work of reTorni. I de- 
sire. [ say. with every dimdence, to 
offer a suggestion. 

My proposition Is this: lhat Ihe 
work of the temperance movement. 
whether viewed from the moral, social, 
or legislative point of view. Is. In 
respeet to a. large part of the field of 
actlou, rendered abortive, owing to 
the failure of the Church of Christ to 
co-operate with It, 

Intemperance is probably older than 
slavery. The oldest Hebrew writings, 
the ancient hooks of China, tne Vedas 
of India, the Avestas of Persia, the 
poetry of early Greece, all refer to it, 
and refer to il as an evil. The 
Chinese claim lhat eleven centuries 
before Christ some of their emperors

all Its complex elements, a union of 
temperance sinil Ohrlsl. a going forth 
it) battle, of Hie combined forces of 
the temperance movement and the 
Christian Churches of the world. 

The divorce between the Church 
and the great principle laid down by 
its chief Apostle has continued long 
enough. Let It end ! "If meat," he 
wrote lo the Corinlhians, "make my 
brother 10 offend. I will eat no fleBh 
while ibe world standeth. lest I make 
my brother to offend." Let tne 
Churl lies our Lord has entrusted with 
His work arise and do it on that 
principle, and this hideous horror will 
quickly come lo nn end. 

My Suggestion Is This : 
Again I say I make It with much dimd- 
ence. Let Ihe temperance movement 
liulte With a policy of vigorous attack, 
not upon the "trade"— the driuk trndc, 
like the American slave trade, and 
other organized abominations. Is 
largely what the nalion has made It— 
but an attack upon the professedly 
Christian communities who will not 
take their stand on this question. It 
will never be settled without the aid 
of the Churches. The true sphere of 
effort for temperance education and 
temperance agitation would, therefore, 
seem to be In the Churches. Let the 
men of war in the temperance world 
gird on their armor and prepare for 
close conflict. Let them appeal to the 
consciences of the people. Let them 
dsclare the whole trnth. Let them 
drag Into the day-light the office- 
bearers who have made their fortunes 
by the destruction of the poor. Let 
them advertise the clergy and the 
ministers who drink themselves, or 
who draw dividends and revenues from 
breweries and beer shops. Let them

pans of the East. Carthage forhade 
the use of wine in her armies, and 
Rome at one period punished drunken- 
ness with death. From the eurliest 
ilmes down to the present there has, 
perhaps,, scarcely been a decade with- 
out some movement for controlling 
and checking the use of strong drink 
In some part of the world. And yet 
ihere is now probably more drinking 
lhan ever. 

The history of ihe subject In the 
English-speaking countries is probably 
more familiar to you than <t can be 
to me. We have had almost every 
conceivable kind of panacea euggestcd 
and agitated. We have had every 
possible shade of opinion represented 
by one party or another. A temperance 
parly, an abstinence party, a moderate 
parly, a compensation party, a veto 
party, a permissive party, a prohibi- 
tion party, a Gotenbnrg party, a freg 
drink party. We have, I suppose, 
made some progress. But, alas ! so 
have the other side. The position Is 
full of anxiety 'for every man who 
hates the drink and loves the people. 
Is it not probable that the Inertia of 
the workers for Christ, in this question 
is Ihe cause of our embarrassments? 

Legislation Is Not Enough. 

Individual example Is not enough. The 
Chinese emperors were before us wtth 
all that: it failed then, and it will fall 
now. Prohibition Is not enough. In 
Rhort, we do not merely require tem- 
perance am] the law, or temperance 
nnd teetotalers, or temperance and 
trades unions. We need for a. final 
settlement of this grgat problem, Willi 



lake adequate steps to provide every 
honse of convocation, every synod, 
every conference, and annual assemb- 
ly on this question. Never mind how 
smitll the minority may be, numbers 
are nothing in a case like this; 

Taking Sides Is Everything. 

In short, let us have measures adopt- 
ed by which we shall know who, 
among the Lord's people, is on the 
Lord's side In this struggle, and who Is 
not; who will come up to His help 
against the mighty, and who will hold 
back with Meroz. 

Wo shall be told that we have for- 
saken Christian cnnrlty— that we are 
disturbers of the peace, that we arc 
enemies of the Church of Christ, that 
we are guilty of schism and discord. 
aud much else. Quite so, Oue enn- 
not go to war, even for a nohle euuse, 
without blows and wounds and the 
loss of friends, and of much that la 
very precious. Peace and war are 
Inconsistent with one another. Bui 
grent causes Justify great sacrifices, 
and I am persuaded that if this Tem- 
perance Congress shtould be abie to 
.sound the tocsin on this question so 
as to secure throughout the length 
and breadth of the temperance world, 
such an ngltation us would discover, 
and obtain the co-operation of that 
mitiority In every community of 
churches which is already prepared to 
lwnlsh strong drink from our modern 
life, it would have done much to as- 
sure tbe success of every hraneh of 
the glorious temperance reformation, 
and to secure the happiness and grat- 
itude of multitudes of men.

fCorreus. Chief of the Bellovacl 
Tribe of the Gauls, was distinguished 
hy a high spirit of Independence and 
an Inveterate hatred of the Romans, 
to whom he never gave quarter, and it 
Is recorded that he frequently van- 
quished them In fight. 

The Gauls defied Caesar, B.C. El, and 
selected Cnrreus as commander or the 
tribes. He conducted the campaign 
with great ability, but was ultimately 
ontgeneralled and outnumbered by the 
Roman general, who summoned him 
to surrender, and would have spared 
his life; but Correus disdained to 
surrender, and, like a tiger at bay. 
he plaeed his hack to a tree a ad 
piled a heap of dead Romans around 
his defence; then calmly stood erect 
to be killed by the arrows of his en- 
emies. 'The tropr.les of his prowess 
are further Illustrated by the three 
Roman heads hanging behind him mi 
the trunk of ti»n trefi.l 

One cannot help admiring the splen- 
did courage, and the high spirit which 
so despised slavery that he rattier 
chose a warrlor'a death than a slave's 
life. 

Yet we meet multitudes every day 
who. spiritually, are slaves to Home 
sin or vice, and many seem to scarcely 
feel the chafing chains that hind them. 

It is

to arouse these slaves to a sense of 
their shame and degradation, in order 
to save them. It is not an easy work 
hy any means, hut It Is an urgent 
work. 

Moses had to toll much before he 
eoiild arouse in the Children ot Israel 
a galling sense of shame that they, 
the chosen people of God, should be 
slaves of Pharaoh. Even after they 
were delivered from bondage, they 
were unfit to endure hardships in 
order to save themselves.

RAILWAY RUMBLES, 

The Island of Formosa has only one 
railway line. 

Express trains In Russia do not, as 
a rnle run over 22 miles in hour. 

Rend In round figures. 200 through 
passenger trains come into the six 
passenger stations of Chicago every 
day, leaving 40,000 strangera In the 
city. 

All the trains that reach the New 
Orleans station, in the centre of Parts, 
are brought there by electric power In 
tnnncls. This Is considered the ideal 
depot of the twentieth century. 

The " Stourhrldge Lion." Imported 
from England, was the first locomo- 
tive In America, and was used by the 
Delaware and Hudson Canal Company. 
The road was sixteen miles in length, 
and wus opened In 1829. 

Other things being equal, the for- 
ward seats in a street or railway car 
are the most healthful. The forward 
motion of the car causoa a current of 
air backwards, carrying with it the 
exhalations from the lungs of those In 
the forward end. 

Four lines of railroad now enter 
the Mexican repuhlle from the United 
States. And one can make tho Jour- 
ney In five days from New Vork to the 
City of Mexico in a Pullman car on 
the regular trains, with only one 
change, either at Kansas City or New 
Orleans.

HE first chapter of a remark- 

Cable campaign opened In 
Berlin ; the closing scenes 
took place Id Denmark's cap- 
ital. Already Cry readers 
have been made acquainted 
with the soul-saving tri- 
umphs which God graciously 
enabled our beloved leader to achieve 
up to the point of the soldiers' meet- 
ing in the Copenhagen TemWe, so 
that there but remains to re- 
cord the victories of the succeeding 
Sunday, and farewell gatherings of the 
officers. 

The heat, on thiB last Sunday, was 
JuBt sweltering, and must have tried 
the General'B strength severely. At 
the close ot the Saturday's engage- 
ment be had prayed, at; he reached 
his hlllet In an exhausted condition, 
"Oh, my Lord, Tou must help me, or 
I will never get. through my part of 
the day's duties"; and the light breeze 
which 'had .sprung up hy morning 
really Gecme'd an answer to his peti- 
tion. Still, as the da? wore on, the 
heat wai-voverpowerlng ; notwith- 
standing which, God gave to the Gener- 
al's messages amazing point and pow- 
er, again making manifest. In physical 
weakness and weariness the all-suffi- 
cient; ever-ahoundtng grace which He 
(laB promised to His servants, 

Thirty-One Souls in the Concert Hail. 

The Concert Hall, holding two 
thousand people, was the scene of the 
morning's battle. It was comfortably 
full, and showed a fair sprinkling of 
leading people, Including General 
Chrlstensenn, late Danish Consul to 
tho United States. This gentlemau 
had met the General In Boston when 
be was last there. On the present 
occasion he joined heartily in the 
service, and remarked to a comrade 
that, next to his New Testament, re 
liked "Mrs. Booth's Life." Rut. all 
claBBfes. down to the very poor — the 
latter respectahly dressed, neverthe- 
less—had turned In to hear the "won- 
derful man," who had founded and 
built, up the Salvation Army. 

The General dealt out the truth 
with unsparing hand, his impartial 
condemnation of all subterfuges and 
shams hetween the soul and Its 
Maker striking home with blessed ef- 
fect. The congregation, who stood 
and sat throughout the prayer meet- 
ing, oxhlhlted deep interest; and the 
spirit and feeling which prevailed as 
thirty-one souls were led out to the 
Mersy Scat, were hallowed and beau- 
tiful. 
Record Broken In the King's Gardens. 

The Salvation Army enjoys a sing- 
ularly-pleasing privilege In being 
granted the use of the Gardens of the 
King of Denmark's Palace for the 
afternoon. So seldom are religious 
demonstrations permitted In this peo- 
ple's park, which is managed by a 
committee on bebaif of the King, that 
It Is a valuable token of favor and 
appreciation so tar as the Army Is 
eoneerned. The procedure ifl for the 
authorities to close the Gardens at 
two o'clock, and hand them over to 
us. We make a small chargo ot ad- 
mission, and provide about one thou- 
sand seats. These were all occupied 
on Sunday, with some three to four 
thousand people standing round. 

Bathed In sunshine, with rlclily- 
follage trees throwing their grateful 
shade over the open space, which bad 
been carefully staked and roped in, 
the expectant crowd eagerly gazed to- 
wards the sheltered platform which 
had heen erected for the General. It 
was a touching and Inspiring spec- 
tacle—the more notable because sev- 
eral counter-attractions were catering 
for their presence and patronage at 
the same hour. 

Artisans and their w yes and fam- 
ilies, blue-uniformed King's soldi erB, 
Dress-men, and all sorts and conditions 
In Boelety mingled In this great con- 
course. The Genoral'B mcRRJige from 
tho Almighty to their hearts was bb 



cosmopolitan In fts all-round applica- 
tion as was the varied condition of tin 
record throng. Not a few of hl3 hear- 
ers were encased In the armor of In- 
fidelity and Indifference, and entrench- 
ed behind those truth-defying ram- 
parts, self and sin; but by the might 
of the Spirit's sword the Genenl got 
through the barriers into the <*,n- 
Bclcnce, exposing the filth and the 
falsities of the secret chambers of the 
heart; and then, after carrying their 
reason for the truth he proclaimed, 
lovingly urging them to come to the 
bleeding Lamb. 



Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday 
were devoted by the General to coun- 
cils with his officers. Their dally lits, 
work and difficulties were dealt with 
as only he can handle them, and the 
unanimous verdfet was that they were 
the be^t and most helpful gatherings 
of the kind which they -had: been . 
iprlvlleged: to attend, Wednesday 
afternoon partook of a social charac- 
ter, and leading officers took the op- 
portunity of voicing their love for the 
General, their loyalty to the Army, 
and their gratitude for the blessings 
which thiB visit bad brought to them. 

Wherever the General showed him- 
self In public during his stay in Copen- 
hagen, the. people gathered and re- 
spectfully doffed their bats. For the 
first time, a few days previous to his 
visit, our comrades were permitted 
to hold an open-air In the city proper, 
while the evening before uIb arrival 
a great march In the neighborhood of 
the National Headquarters took place. 
ThcBe, and other, evidences of puhllc 
and official recognition and favor, 
point to a grand future for our work 
in thiB sturdy. Interesting, little coun- 
try.

The light from these 
takes about three years to reach the 
earth. There are fifty-five of second 
magnitude.

It Is a prayer for sincerity, and 
against hypocrisy. 

THURSDAY. 

Verse 13.— "And lead us not Into 
temptation." 

God docs not lead us Into tempta- 
tion as we may apply this term, hut 
our own perverted desires will lead 
us Into It. What we pray for is to be 
rid of those appetites and desires 
which lead ub Into temptation. 



FRIDAY. 

Verse 13.—" But deliver us from 
evil." 

Evil will always conquer us if we 
flght merely In our own strength. 
Deliverance from evil can only come 
from God ; if we call upon Him 
in times of temptation and trial, He 
will deliver us safely. 



SATURDAY. 

Verse 13.— "For Thine Is tbe king- 
dom, and the power, and the glory, for 
ever. Amen." 

Jesus concludes with a recognition 
to God's power, His supreme authority, 



and His glory, which are all enduring 
throughout eternity.

SICKNESS. 



1 have already said something as to 
the value of health, and the Import- 
ance of doing all that within ua lies 
to maintain this noon. I hope taat 
my words, few and simple as they 
were, received due consideration, for 
we must all agree that prevention is 
better than enre. 

But. for nil that, sickness will in- 
trude Itself upon the best-regulated 
ra tallies; and when the family Is a 
pretty large one, It will seldom ho 
absent for a very long time together. 
Therefore, perhaps no topic Is much 
more Important so far as this world 
goes; and perhaps no human know- 
ledge has more to do with the peace, 
comfort, and general well-being of a 
household, than that which reveals 
the best methods of dealing with sick- 
ness when It does appear. What can 
I Bay ? To hegin with :— 

NO PANIC I 

1. Do not give away to unnecessary 
alarm on the first approach of sick- 
ness. Nothing will be more likely to 
effectually hinder your purpose of 
helping the suffering, than panic, or 
anything horderlne upon It Don't 
uduly magnify the matter, either to 
yourself or those around; and espec- 
ially would I say, "Do not affright tho 
sufferer with any long fhces abonf the 
seriousness of the afflictions," 

The symptoms by which disease 
manifests itself may have a very 
strong resemblance in several differ- 
ent diseases. For instance, when we 
came to Fremantle, Western Aus- 
tralia, on my last visit there, it was 
found that we had a Clnghalese ser- 
vant on board who had the symptoms 
of chlckcn-pox upon him — which sym- 
ptoms are very much like small-pox. 
The ship's doctor examined the man 
and snld he had chicken-pox; but a 
Fremsntle doctor, who was Officer of 
Health, said, "No, it is something 
more serious than that— it Is small- 
pox;" and as they did not want any- 
one to land with that disease, for fear 
of Infecting the city, they sent flfty- 
two of the passengers Into quarantine 
to wait and see If we had the disease 
as well. But, after waiting two or 
three days, the ship's doctor turned 
out right, and the Fremantle Officer of 
Health proved wrong! It was not 
small-pox hut c^lcken-pox, and we 
were all set at liberty. 
THE VALUE OF HOPEFULNESS, 

Consequently, when several Inter- 
pretation of the symptoms offer them- 
selves—that Is, when the heat of the 
skin, the pains In the head and back, 
and the general exhaustion, have the 
anpearance of a bsd feverieh cold, or 
when they look like the beginning of 
Influenza, or of some contagious fever 
— do not pounce down upon the most 
dangerous disease of the three, but 
hope that it is nothing wows than the 
first and least serious. In following 
this course yon can always encourage 
yourself with tho saying of the man 
who affirmed that seven-eighths of the 
things that had given him the moBt 
trouble during bis life-time were those 
which had never happened. If applic- 
able to anything in human history, I 
am sure that that Is applicable to the 
anticipated afflictions of & family. 



Anxious hearts are always ready to 
fear the worst in such circumstances, 
especially when their loved ones are 
concerned. They cannot help It. Oh, 
how often, wlttLniy own dear children, 
have I. at sud' hours, been able to 
calm the gloomy fears, and hush the 
anxious hearts to rest, hy reckoning 
on the best, and my hopeful" predic- 
tions have all but Invariably turned 
out correct. 

PRECAUTIONS. 

2. But U It not the safest to always 
fear the worst and take precautions 
accordingly. Well, hoping for the 
hest does not prevent such precautions 
helng taken aa would be called for 
In case of the worst. Often the sim- 
plest remedies prove the hest in either 
case. 

But Is there not such a thing as 
losing time ? Doubtless there Is, and, 
therefore, every parent or person re- 
sponsible for the health of others 
should he familiar with what may be 
termed serious symptoms, such as 
high temperature, a rapid or slow pulse, 
prolonged retching, signs of dellrum, 
persistent sure throat, long-continued 
sleeplessness, and so on. 

3. Whon, however, there are good 
grounds for apprehending that the 
sickness Is serious, means should at 
once be taken to get a satisfactory 
and Intelligent opinion as to the na- 
ture of tho malady. In that direction 
a doctor can help you; but even after 
you have called him In, and he baa 
given his oplnfon, that should not 
prevent you exercising your own 
judgment, and carefully watching the 
progress of the case. 

DOCTORS, QUACKS, AND MED- 
ICINES. 

4. Beware of physle, whether it 
eomes from a regular practitioner, or 
from that numerous body of profes- 
sionals known as quacks who pretend 
to cure everything with the same rem- 
edy. My own preferences are for 
what is known as tho Hydropathic 
By stem. I have seen In my own 
family, in the days gone hy, what 
might almost he styled miraculous 
cures, and strongly advise my readers 
to be at same trouble to make them- 
selves acquainted with the system. 

E. I recommend to the considera- 
tion of my eomradoo everywhere, old 
or young, male or fomale, what ! 
have said on eating, drinking, cloth- 
ing and the like, elsewhere In these 
papers. Let them put those counsels 
Into pra/tlce. There Is a great deal In 
them that Is applicable to what are 
called chronic diseases — that is, sick- 
nesses that are of long duration, em- 
bracing disorders of the lungs or liver, 
the stomach, and the like— and they 
will prove useful. For myself, when 
1 get out of Condition, I nsually fall 
hack on the fasting and extra sleep, 
with a little extra bathing. A lamp 
bath is a very common remedy, which 
opens the pores of the skin and In- 
duces respiration, while a good rub- 
bing will assist In putting mo to sleep.

CHAPTER VI.— (Concluded.) 

Otto's son, Ludolf, Duke of Swnbla, 
rebelled against him, out of Jealousy 
of Ills brother Helnrleh; but he was 
tamed at last, aud eame barefoot to 
kneel ot hlB Father's feet for pardon, 
whleh the King gave him, but he for- 
feited Ills dukedom, and was sont Into 
Italy.

The Germans, on the field of battle, 
hailed Otto as Kaiser; aud as be was 
soon lifter called Into Italy to sot to 
rlgtitu the disorder utilised by Ludolf's 
bnd management, ho went to Rome, 
and was crowned Emperor, while his 
son Otto was erowned King of the 
Germans, at Aaehen, in 9fil. Things 
were !n a sad state at Rome. The 
Popes were now so powerful that am- 
bitious men wanted to be" Popes, and 
there was hrlbery, fighting, and mur- 
der to gain the holy offlee. So Otto 
railed a eounell of Bishops, and tried 
to bring things to better order; but 
when he went away they soon fell 
back again, and horrid erlmes were 
done. 

Otto had nearly as large nn Empire 
aa Karl the Great, for If he had less 
to the west and south, he had more to 
the north and east. He was well 
named the Great, for he was a good 
and pious, wise and warlike man. He 
spent his last years mostly In Italy; 
but he died. In 973, at Memleben, 
while kneeling before the altar in the 
church, so peacefully that he was 
thought to be only sleeping. He was 
burled at Magdeburg, beside his first 
wife, the English Edith. 

CHAPTER VII. 

THE SAXON EMPERORS. 

Otto II.„The Red A. D. 973-983 

Otto II. was called the Red, and was 
but nineteen years nld when his fii- 
ther died, though he Had been already 
crowned and married. His wife was 
Theophano, daughter of the Eastern 
Emperor, Nicephorus. Bishop Lilut- 
prand had been sent to ask her of her 
father, but was greatly displeased 
with Constantinople, whore the Em- 
peror told him that tho Germans 
would only fight when they were 
drunk, and that their weapons were 
too heavy to use. Also, he said that 
there were no real Romans, save at 
Constantinople, and made a sign with 
his hand to shut Lintprand's mouth 
when he hegan to speak. The Eastern 
Cn>sars no doubt greatly despised the 
attempt of the barbarous .Germans to 
call themselves Kaisers, while the 
German Bishop thought four hundred 
stont Germans could have beaten 
their whole army, and called Constan- 
tinople a " perjured, lying, cheating, 
rapaelous, greedy, avaricious, nasty 
('own." 

Otto, was bo young that almost all 
the great dukes whom his father bad 
foreed to do homage hoped to shake 
off his yoke, hut he reduced them all. 
Then Lothar, King of France, went 
to war with him. and swore that he 
would drfnk up all the rivers of Ger- 
many; to which Otto replied that he 
would cover all Prance with straw 
hats over their helmets, Charles, the 
nrother of Lothar, marched through 
Lorraine and seized Aachen, where he 
turned the golden eagle on the roof of 
the palaeo of Charles tho Great with 
his beak towards France; hut Otto 
met him thore, routed him, and hunt- 
ed hlra hack to Paris. There, while 
the Germans besieged the city, Lothar 
offered to settle tho matter hy a single 
eombat with Otto; but the Germans 
answered, "We always heard that the 
Frankd set little store by their King, 
and now we see It," They eould not 
take the city, and concluded a peace, 
by whleh the right of the Empire to 
Lorraine was established. 

Otto was the son of the Empress 
Adelheld, and thus was half Italian, 
and he eared very much for the affairs 




of Italy. Rome was hi a dreadful 
state, for the people had hated having 
Popes thrust on them by German Em- 
perors, and ht'oke out again and again. 
One Popu had Just been murdered, 
and another set np in his place, and 
Otto thought it wns time to interfere 
with a high hand, and also a cruel 
□ue; so he eame to Rome, and invit- 
ing the ehlef citizens to a feast in 
the opon spaee before St, Peter's 
Church, there seized and put to death 
all whom he thought dangerous to 
the authority of Rome. 

The southern provinces of Italy had 
been promised him as a portion of 
his wife Theophano, but as they weiC 
not given np to him, he marched to 
take possession of them ; hut the 
Greek Empereor had allied himself 
with a body of Saracens who had 
settled in part o" Sicily, and Otto met 
with a terrible defeat at Basantello, 
In Calabria. He had lost his horse In 
the battle, and made for the sea- 
shore on foot. A Jewish rabbi, coming 
by, offered him his horse, with the 
shouts of the pursuing Saraeens still 
ringing In his ears, the Emperor dash- 
ed into the sea toward a Greek ship, 
which took him on board. He spoke 
Greek so well that no one found out 
he was a German; and though one 
Slavonic merchant was there who 
knew him, he did not betray him, but 
contrived tbat the ship should put In 
at the city of Rossano, where Otto 
escaped nnpercelved, and swam a- 
shore. There he found his wife 
Theophano, but she, as a Greek, was 
proud of the victory of her nation, 
and Instead of comforting him, seorn- 
fully said, "How my eountrymen have 
frightened you! " Otto took it hitterly 
to heart, and meant to assemble a 
fresh army and retrieve his cause, 



but his health had been hurt by bis 
campaign, and he grew so 111 that ho 
called a Diet at Verona, and obtained 
of his nobles that they should ehoose 
his little three-year-old son King of 
Germany and Kaiser, and that the 
two Empresses, Theophano find 
Adelheld, should" govern iu his name. 
He died In tho year 982, when twenty- 
nine years old.

Sanitary 
boards and tnBpecttonE are now ap- 
pointed in every civilized community. 
Physfelans and scientists are meeting 
In congress all over the world to de- 
vise means to fight the contagious 
diseases, which once were the scourge 
of the world. Cholera la now gener- 
ally confined to Ha seat of inception; 
small - post has lost its terror 
through the exemption granted by 
vaccination; the buhonlc plague is 
tracked to Its haunts and isolated 
whenever 1t dares to show its head, 
and now consumption, to some extent, 
lias become less terrible, although 
much has to be accomplished yet to 
reduce and destroy It. 

But all reforms must begin at home, 
to be effective; and we would urge 
upou all the Importance of careful at- 
tention to the simple tmggeBUuns 
which are herein offered, hy means of 
which they may he able to save them- 
selves from numerous Illnesses, with 
attendant Inconveniences, expense, 
and suffering. 

Fresh Air. — From the first quick 
gasp of Infancy to the last feeble sigh 
of old age, the prime necessity of life 
Is air. Air la food for the lungs, as 
bread Is food for the stomach. Mil- 
lions more people die from want of 
lung food than from a deflcency of 
oiuer aliments. The Creator has pro- 
vided the necessary article in gener- 
ous nhundanue — fresh, pure, and free 
to all. If we do not get enough It Is 
our own fault; for when we close our 
iloorR and windows most securely, 
this vitalizing, invigorating elemeui 
Is whizzing and howling close around 
outside, seeking to And entrance. 



People who nail up their windows, 
stop every crack and crevice in the 
walls, line the door-casing with felt, 
and fix a patent thing under the door 
as a sort of air-trap to cateh the occas- 
ional whiffs of pure air which might 
otherwise get in, are barricading 
themselves against their best friend. 
A man who should studiously and de- 
liberately deprive himself of the 
means of procuring ordinary food, 
would he pronounced a suicide. Is 
he any less a transgressor — though 
Ignorantly so— who deprives himself 
of a Still greater necessity — pure air? 

The demand for pure air Is the most 
imperative of all the wants of the 
system. An Individual will die sooner 
from Tack of air thnn from deprivation 
of any other of the essentials of life. 
A person may live several weeks 
without solid food of any kind, several 
such cases have been noted by emin- 
ent authorities. When deprived en- 
tirely of drink, life sooner becomes 
extinct. But if an Individual he de- 
prived of air, death occurs In a few 
minutes. 

Sources of Impure Air. — The 
sources from which the air may be- 
come contaminated are so very num- 
erous that we caunot dwell at length 
upon all of them In so concise a 
treatise as this. We can only notice 
some of the more commen. 

Poisonous Gases. — Of the numerous 
poisonous gases which mingle with 
the air we breathe, carbonic acid, or 
more properly, carbon dl-oxide, Is the 
most common and abundant of all. 
This gas Is heavier than air, and con- 
sequently It collects In such low 
places as deep wells, old cellars, 
caves, and deep valleys. It Is pro- 
duced by combustion nsd decay in 
vast quantities, and would soon ac- 
cumulate to a fatal extent were it 
not for the fact that while It Is a 
fatal poison to man, It constitutes a 
necessary food for plants. 

One Important fact to hu remem- 
bered respecting the properties of this 
gas, la its want of odor when pure;

so Its presence cannot always be de- 
tected hy the sense of smell, as can 
most poisonous gases, 

In Italy there Is a eurious cave, the 
hottom of which is covered with ear- 
bon dl-oxlde to a depth of about two 
feet. Travelers ean explore the cave 
. with perfeet Impunity; but dogs, or 
other small animals, which aceompany 
them, are qulekly suffocated. 

This gas Is produced In great vol- 
umes in the burning of lime, being 
driven off by the excessive heat. 
Cases of poisoning by this gas have 
oceurred, In whleh persons have lain 
down to sleep beside the warm kiln, 
and have been suffocated hy the ea- 
eaping gas. 

Amount of Carbonic Acid Gas Pro- 
duced.— This gas is formed within the 
body, and finds Its way out through 
tne lungs. An adult man produces 
about five gallons of the gas yer hour. 
A gas light produces several times 
as such. An ordinary eandle pro- 
duces quite n, considerable quantity. 
Large quantities are produced in a 
stove or fireplace, hut that which Is 
generated in this manner Is usually car- 
ried away with the smoke, and does 
not escape Into the room. 

Carbonoua Oxide Is an exceedingly 
poisonous gas, which is formed by 
imperfect oxidation of the fuel, which 
Is frequently the result of a deficient 
draft. The gas is often found In air- 
tight stoves furnished with close 
dampers. One remarkable property of 
tho gas Is its penetrating power. It 
will pass directly through cast iron, 
especially when it Is heated, A few 
years ago a. whole sehool was poi- 
soned by this gas, several seliolars 
nearly to a fatal extent It paralyzes 
the blood corpuscles, and thus renders 
respiration impossible. It Is much 
more poisonous gas than carhonie 
acid, and is fatal In much more minute 
doses. In the case of the school re- 
ferred to, the teacher hnd turned the 
damper while the stove was hot, so 
aa to cut off the draft, and in a short 
time discovered that a large share of 
the students were falling Into a state 
of stupefaction. Thin i» a good illus- 
tration of the Importance of always 
leaving sufficient draft to carry off 
the products of combustion. As this 
gas, like carhonie acid gas, has no 
odor. It can only be detected hy its 
eSects. 

Sulphurated Hydrogen is a still 
more poisonous gas which frequently 
finds Its way into the air which human 
beings breathe. Fortunately, It has 
a very had smell — the characteristic 
odor of rotten eggs, In which It Is 
always present. This gas Is developed 
wherever animal matter is undergoing 
decomposition, it is poured forth In 
volumes from eess-pools, sewers, gut- 
ters, drains, privy-vaults, neglected 
cellars, and cisterns, and every other 
place where animal substanees are al- 
lowed to putrefy. It Is this gas which 
gives to most decaying substances 
their offensive character. In the gut- 
ters of back streets and alleys In our 
large cities, this gas Is sometimes pro- 
duced in enormous quantities.
